IN our former Reports we have repeatedly obferved upon the great inattention of the 
» Truftees to their money concerns, and the improper negligence of the Officers employed 
•under them. The nature of the Difallowances we have found neceflary to make in the prefent 
Account, amounting to one thoufand fix hundred and nineteen Pounds fourteen Shillings and 
a Penny, has called our attention agpin moft particularly to this fubjedt. 

Thcfe Difallowances feem fufficiently explained at the foot of the above Account; however, 
we muft obl'erve, that thel’um of two hundred and thirty-four Pounds and Sixpence, including 
four Shillings and nine Pence Halfpenny, as explained by Mr.Corry, being merely an admitted 
balance upon an Account of the Sales of Hemp Seed not as yet examined or fettled by the 
Truftees, further fums may be eventually added to it, which may appear in their next Ac- 
count. 

The different fums, making two hundred and l’eventy-five Pounds ten Shillings, vouched by 
Receipts, duplicates of which we find have been ahead}' palled in i'upport of fimilar 
Charges allowed in the preceding Account, as paid by Mr. Duffin, have been difallowcd; 
and mult be refunded by him. 

Alfo, fixty-eight Pounds iixteen Shillings and four Pence Halfpenny for Hemp Hatchells, 
which appears to have been twice taken credit for, firft on the receipt of the Artificer for its 
value, and again on the receipt of the Grantee for the utenfils to the Infpcdtor General, 
which he Ihould not have taken credit for, and therefore this fum mult be alfo refunded by 
him. 

Alfo, the fum of feven hundred and nineteen Pounds for making Machines for breaking 
Hemp, 8cc. and Packing Cafes, the Bill and Receipt of the Mechauift not having been pro- 
duced to us, though the Receipt of the Grantees appears. It is obl'ervablc that the amount of 
ieventy-five Pounds included in the above, which is charged for making Cafes, has been 
.already dilcharged. Mr. Parke, the Architect, having paid the amount of making thefe 
Gales to Mr. Meagher, his Carpenter, whom the Infpedtor General ordered to make them, and 
•{‘aid he would pay him ; but it appears that he did not pay him, but paid the whole amount of 
this feventy-five Pounds to a Mr.Telfair, the Mechauift, on an Eliimate for five Pounds each 
for every Cafe, which is nearly double what has been paid for them by Mr. Parke to Mr, 
Meagher ; and Mr. Meagher depoles, that he made a Cafe for each of thele Machines, and 
was paid for them by Mr. Parke. The amount of the expence of thefe Cafes muft alfo be 
•refunded by Mr. Duffin to the Truftees. The remainder of this lum muft be difallowed 
until the Infpedior General produces proper authorities — accounts, bills, and receipts for it, 
none of which he has at prefent exhibited to us. The total amount to be refunded by Mr. 
Infpeetor General to the Truftees then appears to be the fum of four hundred and nineteen 
Pounds lix Shillings and four Pence Halfpenny. 

The fum of one hundred and two Pounds will here-allowed when Mr. Skeffington’s Receipts 
iliall be produced. 

And the lum of one hundred and fifty Pounds for Law Expences will be re-allowed when 
the bills of Colts lhall be produced in luhfequent Accounts. The Truftees expend about 
twenty-four thoufand Pounds per annum, a conliderable part of which goes to pay their 
Eftabliihment and inferior Officers, of whom there is a regular feries, conftfting of lnl'pector 
General, Provincial Infpectors, Port Infpectors, County Infpectors, and their Deputies : the 
latter do not appear upon the face of this Account, either as to the number or payment, being 
paid in general by Pines levied for improper practices, to the amount of eight hundred 
Pounds per annum, befides Seal Mailers, and perfons who gratuitoully affift in the diftribu- 
tion of Machinery, Premiums, &c. Thele are l'o arranged that they might form proper 
•cheques both on the Public and each other, and might convey correct information to the 
Truftees of all the proceedings of the Department; but thefe Officers do not fufficiently 
perform their duty. The Truftees are too numerous, too fluctuating, have too great a variety 
•of opinions, and frequently counteract each other. They feldom attend in proper numbers ; 
they frequently, in our opinion, a6t in direct oppofition to law, as appears on the face of 
their Minutes, particularly in the moft eflential points of making Grants and paying Money. 

They have no emolument, but fuch as they ought to derive in common with the Public, 
from their own Grants, and therefore cannot be expected to give due attention to the per- 
formance of fo very laborious a duty. 

The infpedtor General* who is the firft Officer under the Truftees, appears to have been 
■very negligent, and yet to him alone leems to be committed, by the Truftees, the whole 
-management of this great Eftabliihment. They generally take for granted that his repre- 
fentations are correct, and on the lole authority of his fignature or reprefentution pay an- 
nually large fums of Money, yet to his errors are owing moft of the inaccuracies of this 
Account. 

The duty of this Officer is a general fuperiutendance of the whole Department, to collcdt 
information of all circumftances relative to the Liuen Trade and Eftabliihment from all 
Officers, and from his own infpedlion of the different parts of the Kingdom, which it is his 
duty to vifit, to ftate the conduct of all Officers, the propriety of all Premiums, and the juf- 
tice of all Claims to the Truftees ; but we find the practice to be, that the County Inl'pectors 
report only to the Provincial Infpectors, and they report to the Infpedtor General, who re- 
ports on them, and only takes notice of luch parts of their Reports as he thinks proper to 
fiate to the Truftees. Thus the Provincial lnl'pector may withhold his information from the 
lnl'pector General, and he the lnl'pector General from the Truftees, who are therefore fre- 
quently ignorant of eflential knowledge, for the Infpedtor General has not been in the habit 
of communicating to the Truftees, except what circumftances he pleafes ; nor has he com- 
municated fuch facts as have come to his knowledge relative to frauds intended to be prac- 
ticed agamft the Truftees. He certifies in favour of claims for Premiums, which are paid on 
his foie Certificate to a very large amount, without due inveltigation through the proper 
Officers, of their being jult ; and in particular in one infiance now before us, where he had 

weU- 
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That is, in purchafing Hemp-Teed in England, bringing over Hemp Farmers, Freight, See 
Machinery, Travelling Charges, Advertifing, See. Sec. Sec. and the whole management of 
this 'bufineis was entruftedto the Infpe&or General, who was authorized by the Truftees to 
fell at fuch average price as would cover the Expence, and when the fales fell was ordered 
to give away the reft to poor Farmers to encourage them to low it. We find that the quantity 
of Hemp-feed purchafed in England was about one thoufand four hundred and lixty Pounds 
worth ; of this about one-fourth was fold, aud the reli was diftributed gratis : and it appears, 
from the Returns to us, that what was fold was moftly fold to the poor, and what was diftri- 
buted gratis, in general, was to the opulent. 

This Account not having yet been palled by the Truftees, we lhall forbear at prelent 
going at length into it, but mult obferve, that there do not appear to us proper authorities 
S^r what the Infpe&or General has done, proper receipts from the perfons who got this feed, 
proper returns from the InfpeCtor General of what was done with this feed ; nor are proper 
Reports of the refults of the whole of this experiment laid by him before the Truftees, fo 
that it feems that the experiment may have failed, but the caules thereof have not been fully 
explained. There are Returns of the quantity of Lands fown in Ireland with Hemp-feed 
during this period, but not any Return to thew whether they were fown with the Linen Board 
feed or not. 

The Truftees ordered their Secretary to procure what information he could upon this moll 
important fubjedl, which he accordingly did , with his ufual induftry and perfpicuity, and 
he has arranged fuch information as he received with very confiderable ability ; but this par- 
ticularly appertains to the fu blequent Account of the Linen Board. The Secretary of the 
Linen Board has alfo laid before us a letter, and a new fyltem, formed by him with great la- 
bour and ingenuity, to be adopted by the Truftees in the arrangement and checques of their 
Receipts and Payments, and which, if properly attended to, may be productive of much 
advantage, molt particularly as it recommends a fuppreftion of all Sub-Accounts, which we 
are of opinion is effemially neceffary, and we feel happy in bearing this teftimony in favour 
of the general exertions and talents of this Officer. 

We have, in our former Reports, repeatedly obferved upon the Truftees allowing to their 
Architect too great a latitude in expenditure, and one indeed almoft totally uncontrolled. We 
find that a Building Committee has been appointed of the Turllees fince the period of this 
Account, which if it pet forms its duty may prevent in a great meafure the evils arifing. 
The Architect has orders from the Board to keep the Buildings in general in repair, and he 
has uniformly dire died his Carpenters and other Artificers to obey all orders of the Infpedtor 
General, Secretary, and other Chief Officers, as to their houi'es, &c. &e. ; and it was under 
this comprehenfive order that the Carpenter obeyed the directions of the Ini pe&or General 
in making the Packing Cafes for the Hemp Machines, and which thus have been paid for 
twice. The Architects and InfpeCtor General’s Sub-Accounts are not fettled by the Truftees 
till about the expiration of the year, and in general after the Expenditures have been made, 
and the Artificers paid by them. 

Theie, as well as other evils arifing from negligent Superintendance, we are of opinion 
cannot eafily be remedied under the prefent conuruCtion of the Board of Truftees, and con- 
duct of their Officers. This Account did not come into this Office till 24th November laft, 
was proceeded on as loon as pofiible, but we were not able to include it in our laft Report 
to Parliament.
